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Discovers Law To
Test Keenness
Of Senses

NEW YORK, Nov. 3 — A dis-

covery that will make it possible|well is the time we go often forget

to measure and predict the keen-
ness of any person’s major senses,
in health or disease, was revealed
today at the Neurological Institute
of Columbia University's College of
Physicians and Surgeons.
Dr. Charles .A, Elsherg,
brain surgeon and nerves specialist,
assisted by Dr. H. Spotnitz, has
found a general law about the way
in which the nervous system acts
when any sensation is experienced.

TESTS MADE
Tests were made on various per-
gons for their abilities to disting-
uish things by wvision, smell, hear-
ing and taste. Each individual's

highly specialized pattern of sense
perception was measured,

Generally it was found that
there are marked or slight dilfer-
ences, but always measurable dif-
ferences, between the powers of
vision, smell, audition, taste of any
two persons.

DIAGNOSE SITE

In the case of vislon, smell and
hearing, it was possible even to
diagnose accurately the site of a
cancer of the brain or of the
nerve fibers. When a pergon had a
common cold, the ability to smell
was altered.

Thus, these tests of the impor-
tant human genses in each case
gerve ag new and sgengitive means
of diagnosing neirve and brain dis-
turbances.

FACTORS IN LAW

Two of the things mvolved in
the Jaw are the intensity of the
stimulating cause, such as light,
odor, sound, taste, and the time
taken before the person feelg any-
thing.

Dr. Elsberg found that “the eube
roofs” of numbers always came out
in the law, For instance 3 is the
cube root of 27, and 5 of 125.
